state of Kansas? We rejoice today In 
the fact that the bill which was enact- 
ed Into a law fifty years ago, instead 
of accomplishing the purpose of those 
who voted for it, marks the beginning

controversy which 


eliminated from our social system the 
cancer of human slavery and permits 
us as citizens of the United States 
to look the world in the face when we 
proclaim our national love of freedom 
and civil liberty. The Kansas-Nebras- 
ka bill was the .last great step of the 
slave power before actual

tatlng north the extremity to which 
the institution of slavery could bring

the president said:

"Governor Pennypacker alluded 
to

that 
today Pennsylvania 


mourns its senior senator. The regi- 
ment which Senator Quay was instru- 
mental in raising took part In this 
battle of Gettysburg, 
the battle 'in 


for liberty. 
Freedom is not a; gift 
which can be enjoyed save by .those 
who show themselves worthy of It. In 
this world no privilege can be permanv 
entlly appropriated by men who haye 
not the power and the .will successfully 
to assume the responsibility- of :using 
it aright. 
In his recent admirable lit- 


tle volume on freedom and responsibil- 
ity in democratic government, Presi- 
dent Hadley of Yale has pointed out 
that the freedom which is worth any- 
thirrsMs the freedom which means self- 
government and not anarchy; Freedom 
thus conceived is a constructive force, 
which enables an intelligent and good 
man to do better things than he could 
do without it; which is in its essence < 
the substitution of self-restraint for 
external restraint—the substitution of 
a form orf restrain which promotes pro- 
gress for the form which retards it. 
This is the right view of freedom; but 
it can only be taken if there is a full 
recognition of tha close connection be-,, 
tween liberty and responsibility in ev- 
ery domain of human thought. 
It was 


essentially the view taken by Abraham 
Lincoln, and by all those -who, when 
the civil war broke out, realized that 
in a *elf-governing democracy those 
who desire to be considered fit to en- 
joy liberty must show that they know 
how to use it with moderation'and jus- 
tice in peace, and how to fight for It 
when it is jeoparded by malice domes- 
tic or foreign levy. 
• 
The Lessons. 


The lessons they taught us are les- 
sons as applicable in our everyday lives 
now as in the 
rare times of great 
stress. 
The men who made this field 


forever memorable 
did so 
because 
they combined the power of 'fealty to 
a lofty ideal with the power of show- 
ing that fealty in hard, practical, com- 
mon-sense fashion. 
They stood for 


the life'of effort, not the life of ease. 
They had that 
love of country, that 


love of their fellow-men, without which 
power and resourceful efficiency but 
make a man a clanger to his fellows. 
Yet, in addition thereto, they likewise 
possessed the power and the 
effi- 


ciency; for otherwise their high pur- 
pose would have been barren of result. 
They knew each how to act .for him- 


vvhich Governor Pennypacker 
Senator Quay was not with it.

The place where we now are has 


won a double distinction. Here was 
fought one of the great battles of all 
time, and here was spoken one ot the 
few speeches which shall last through 
the ages.

Gettysburg likewise 
endure and be 


known; and as long as the English 
tongue1 is understood, so long -shall 
Abraham Lincoln's Gettysburg speech 
thrill the hearts of mankind. 
The civil war was a great war for 


righteousness; a war waged for the 
noblest ideals, but waged also in thor- 
ough-going, practical fashion. It was 
one o£ the few wars which mean, in 
their successful outcome, a lift to- 
ward better things for the nations ot 
mankind. 
Some wars have meant the 


triumph of order over anarchy and li- 
centiousness masquerading as liberty; 
some wars have meant the triumph of 
liberty aver tyranny masquerading as 
order; but this victorious war..of ours

al cemetery at Camp Butler, east of 
Springfield, where He 
buried 
3000 


Union and 750 confederate dead, mem- 
orial exercises were held under the 
auspices of the Grand Army and the 
graves of both Union and confederate 
graves 
dead were decorated by school Children. 


and breadth o£ the land. 
Moreover, 
this was one of those rare contests in 
which it was to the immeasurable in- 
terest of the vanquished 
that they 


should lose, while at the same time 
the victors acquired the precious priv- 
ilege of transmitting to those who 
came after them, as a heritage of hon- 
or forever, not only the rriemory of 
their own valiant deeds, but the mem- 
ory of the deeds of those who, no, less 
valiantly and with equal sincerity of 
purpose fought against the stars in 
their courses. 
The war left to us all, 
as fellow-countrymen, as brothers, the 
right to rejoice that the Union has been 
restored in indestructible shape in a 
country where slavery no lunger mocks 
the boast of freedom, and also the 
right to rejoice with exultant pride 
in the courage, the self-sacrifice, and 
the devotion, alike of the men who 
wore the b.lue and the men who wore 
the gray, 


Severity of Fight;' 


He is but a poor American 
who, 
looking at this field, does not feel with- 
in himself a deeper reverence for the 
nation's' past and a higher purpose to 
make the nation's future rise level to 
her past. Here fought the chosen sons 
of the North and the South, the East 
and the West. 
The armies which on 
this field contended for the mastery 
wer« veteran armies, hardened by long 
campaigning and 
desperate fighting 


into such instruments of war as no 
other nation then possessed. The sever- 
ity of the fighting Is attested by the 
proportionate loss—a loss unrivaled in 
any battle of 
similar size since the 
close of the Napoleonic struggles; 
a 
loss which In certain regiments was 
from three-fourths 
to four-fifths of 
the men engaged. 
Every spot on this 


field has its own associations jof sol- 
dierly duty nobly 
done, of supreme 
self-sacrifice 
freely 
rendered. 
The 
names'of the chiefs who served in this 
two armies form a long honor roll; and 
the enlisted men were worthy, and 
even more than worthy, of those who 
led them. 
Every acre of this ground 
has its own associations. 
We see 
where the fight thundered through and 
around 
the village 
of Gettysburg; 
where the artillery 
formed on the 
ridges; where the cavalry fought; 
where the hills were attacked and de- 


stlf, and yet each how to act with 
his fellows. They learned, as all the 
generation of the civil war learned, 
that rare indeed is the chance to do 
anything worth doing by one sudden 
and violent effort. 
The men who be- 


lieved that the civil war would, be 
ended in ninety days, the men who 
cried loudest "On to Richmond," if 
they had the right stuff in them speed- 
ily learned their error; and the war 
was acutally won by those who set- 
tled themselves steadfastly down, to 
fight for three years, or for' as much 
longer as the war might last, and who 
gradually grew to understand that the 
triumph would come, not by a single 
brilliant victory, but by a hundred 
painful and tedious campaigns. 
In 


the East and the West the columns ad- 
vanced and recoiled, swayed from side 
to side, and- again advanced; along the 
coasts the black ships stood'endlessly 
off and on before 
the hostile .forts; 
generals and admirals emerged, into 
the light, each.to 'fSce'hTs'Crowded.hour 
of success or failure; the men in front- 
fought; th'e men behind supplied and 
pushed forward those,in front; "and-the 
final victory was due' to the deeds of 
all who played their parts well -and 
manfully, in the scores of battles, in 
the countless skirmishes, in march, in 
camp, or in reserve, as commissioned 
officers, or in.-the ranks—wherever and 
whenever duty called them. Just so It 
must be for us In civil life. 
We can 
make and keep this country worthy of 
the men who gave their lives to save 
H, only on condition that tho average 
man among us on the whole does his 
duty. bravely, loyally, and with com- 
mon sense, in whatever position life al- 
lots to him. 
Exactly as in time, of war 
courage is th-e cardinal virtue of a sol- 
dier, so in time of peace, honesty, us- 
ing the word in its deepest and broad- 
est ' significance, is an essential basic 
virtue, without which all else avails 
nothing. National greatness is of slow 
growth. 
It can not be forced and ye' 
ba stable and enduring; for it is based 
fundamentally upon national charac- 
ter, and national character Is stamped 
deep in a people by the lives of many 
generations. 
The men who went in- 
to the army had to submit to discipline, 
had to submit to restraint through the 
government of the leaders they had 
chosen, as the price of winning. 
So 


we, the people, can preserve our liber- 
ty and our greatness In time of peace 
only by ourselves exercising the virtues

A Radium Clock. 


A radium clock, which will keep time 


Indefinitely, has been constructed by 
Harrlsbn Martlndale, of England. The 
principle of this apparatus is simplic- 
ity Itself, the registration of time be- 
ing made in two-minute beats, while 
Hn function is to exhibit the dissip- 
ation of negatively-charged alpha and 
beta rays by radium. The clock com- 
prises a smajl tube, in which is placed 
a minute quantity of radium supported 
in an exhausted glass vessel by a 
quartz lod. To the lower end ot the 
tube, which Is colored violet by the 
action of the radium, an electroscope 
formed of two long leaves or strips 
of silver Is attached. A charge of 
electricity In which there are no bfta 
ray* in tiansmltted through the activ-. 
Ity of the radium into the leaves, and 
the latter thereby expand until they 
touch the sides of the vessel, connect- 
ed to earth by wires, which instantly 
conduct the electric charges and the 
leaves fall together. This simple op- 
eration is lepented incessantly every 
two minutes until the radium is ex- 
hausted, \\hlch in this instance it is 
computed will occupy thirty thousand 
years.—Scientific American.

TO TEST'GAME LAW. 


Case From Greene County Reaches the 


Supreme Court. 


The first of the threatened suSts to 
test the constitutionality of the Illi- 
nois game law reached the supreme 
court on a writ of error from Greene 
county. The writ was issued at the in- 
stance of Henry J. Cummings, who 
was recently fined $25 and costs in a 
preceding instituted by Game Warden 
Frank Row den. 
The suit raises the question of the 


constitutionality of the law, and there 
are two points raised. One is that the 
law is invalid for the reason that it 
undertakes to 
discriminate between 


resident and non-resident hunters. The 
other is that it undertakes to-exempt 
from the penalties of the statute the 
owners of farm lands and their tenants 
and therefore violates 
the provision 


of the constitution 
which prohibits 


special legislation. 
Immediately after the passage of the 
game law the questions concerning Its 
constitutionality were raised, but there 
was no disposition to attack the law 
ia the courts until the game wardens 
became active in the contest over the 
gubernatorial nomination. Their work 
on behalf of Gov. Yates incensed the 
anti-Yates people and of late there 
has been manifested a disposition to 
disregard the law and fight its enforce- 
ment.

The Ingalls family 
never hea,ird of Dr. Nicola Gigliotti be- 
fore, never knew of his sending any 
letters to Senator Ingalls, and 
never 


had any knowledge of his- writings. 


'Mrs. Ingalls, widow of the senator, 
says her husband could not have trans- 
lated anything from the Italian be- 
cause he knew nothing of the language, 
nor did he know anything of French 
or German. Mrs. Ingalls, who was a 
comrade as well as the wife of Senator 
Ingalls, says the facts about the writ- 
ing of "Opportunity" are these 


For some three or four years prior 


to Seriator Ingalls' retirement from 
the United States.senate he began to 
woik out the idea embodied in "Op- 
portunity." He wrote and rewrote It 
many times, and ^as always framing 
phrases foi it, or rebuilding it, or pol- 
ishing it. 


Blakeley Hall, editor of Truth at the

HUNTER'S LICENSES OUT 


Men Who Like To 
Shoot 
Must Get 


New Permits From County Clerk 


Aftor June 1. 


THE 
LAW 
ON THE 
SUBJECT. 


'On June first of each year, all hun- 
ters' licenses in the state of Illinois 
expire ami those lovers of the sport 
who desiie to hunt without fear of 
•he law must renew their licenses., 


The game laws of the state of Illi- 


nois state that " all residents of the 
state of Illihoisi who hunt game must 
ake out a resident hunter's license 
and pay for the same ?1 per annum 
and 10 cents to the clerk for Issuing it. 
The license can be secured from the 
clerk of any village, city, town or coun- 
ty In the state. All licenses whether 
resident or non-resident expire on ftie 
rirst day of June of each year.

Owners of farm lands their children 
or tenants, can hunt and kill game on 
their own farm during the open sea- 
son when It Is lawful to kill game, 
without procuring resident licensee, 
but they must not hunt beyond the 
limits of their own farm lands without 
a hunter's liqense. 
For the purpose of enforcing the 
game and license laws, there Is a state 
game commissioner, ten game wardens 
for the state and one or more local 
game wardens for each county, whose 
duty it shall be to see that an game 
laws are observed and to prosecute al?

Evans, with the wife and two daughters 
of Chaplain May, of the Second regi- 
ment, Michigan volunteers, decorated 
the graves of a considerable.numoer of 
soldiers burled on Arlington Heights. 
In May of the next year the same la- 
dies performed the service again at 
the same place.

following they rendered the same sadly 
pleasant attention to the graves of sol- 
diers burled at Frederlcksburg.

1874

The Chicken House. 
The chicken hoube 
is Just being 


started. It also is built on the old foua- 
dation of one of the bilck yard build- 
ings and will be entirely of brick. It 
la a long building extending east ,a,,d 
west at right angles to the big barn. 
The south side is protected from the 
north by the building, itself and fiom 
the west winds by the barn. This gives 
an excellent exposure for chickens in 
•n Inter time Along the south side will 
be a row of pens for flocks of chick- 
ens used for breeding purposes and 
adjoining will be outside runs protect- 
ed from the north and west by the 
buildings. 
There will be an alleyway down the 


center of the building and on the ncTOi 
side will be a dozen or more r.ens fif- 
teen feet square for feeding capons. 
Mr. Mills expects to make a. specially 
of capons' for the market and will 
lave a. fine place to fatten and feed 


The space outside of the buildings 


and inside of the track will be used as 
ots and runs for the stock and chick- 
en. On all of the buildings Mr. Mills 
is using his patent process ot roofing. 


A New Venture. 
The raising of chickens on a large 


scale is the only feature of Mr. Mills 
farm with which he was not entiiely 
familiar. He said that he did not know 
what could be done in the way of 
chickens so he experimented He has 
been trying incubators and studying 
the- feeding and care of young chick- 
ens and has succeeded 
wonderfully 


\tell He s,os that with success on a 
smaller scale he Is convinced tWat 
theie is no ieason why he should not 
Just as easily raise chickens by the 
thousands with the proper facilities 
and that is what he is going to do. 
The hatching of the chickens will 


laig-el ybe done at Mr. Mills' residence 
where he has ample room in his base- 
ment for the operation of incubators 
early in the season and plenty of room 
in his1 yard where the young chicks 
can be cared for until they have reach- 
ed the age to be transposed to the 
larger pens on the farm. He expects to 
go Into the chicken busmes-a on a 
larger scale than has ever been at- 
tempted in this locality. 
Doing It Right. 
Although the place is now only in 
the state of construction Mr. Milia 
promises to show his friends before the 
mummer is ovei what can be done in 
the way of properly equipping a stock 
farm and he is going about it rn a 
way which will make the place a first 
class one in eveiy respect. 
Mr Mills will raihe and feed only 


first class stock. Ho says that he has 
found it Just as cheap to feed pure 
bied live stock as to feed scrub stock 
nnd the retiVns are much greaLpr. He 
has bought some fine swine for breed- 
ing stock dunng the past year and 
the eglgs he has ordered for establish- 
ing his flocks are fronts the best breed- 
ers in the country. 
Mr Mills has a larger farm east of 
the city which he will use for pastur- 
ing and from which he procures his 
grain and feed for stock.

This Day. 


This is the latest adopted of all the 


common memorial days of the Ameri- 
can people. It 
commemorates 
the 


valor and sacrifice of the nation's sol- 
diers. A people whose 
army is re- 


cruited by no compulsion, ought to 
hold in high and lasting regard the 
men who have offered themselves tor 
its service. No other nation has such 
a memorial as this. We stand today in 
the presence of the dead. No shroud 
or pall, or coffin is before us, no life- 
less body, but none the less we are In 
the presence of the dead. In 
fancy 


and memory we call them from their 
scattered graves, and the long proces- 
sion from the first who bled for our 
independence until the last who in 
some island of the further Pacific died 
for the honor of our flag, and the 
majesty of our rule of law, moves be- 
fore us. It is not a day for our pri- 
vate griefs and -memories and he who 
would turn it into a day of sport or 
pleasure-seeking is !ike a man v»ho 
woutd keep the anniversary of his 
btothPr's death with a revel. 


Our Greatest War, 
This nation has 
passed 
through 


many conflicts, but has had only cme 
great war, a war seldom equalled and 
never in its greatness surpassed unless 
in that Titanic world-struggle that 
ended with the fall of Napoleon. About 
five millions of men first and last met 
In deadly conflict. The issues were of 
•vast importance. 
To our nation the 


first question was one of life and death 
for the government, the preservation 
of thp Union o£ the states. But in this 
was involved a question of interest 
to the whole world, the stability of free 
popular government; for if this gov- 
ernment had fallen, how could men 
hav eever hoped for the success of free 
it.stitutions? Incidentally there came 
in an issue in which God was interest- 
ed, the value of man as manv and the 
world in speaking of the black man 
was taught to take the emphasis off 
the adjective and put it where It be- 
longed, on the noun. This war was 
great in its lasting results. TIpon Its 
achievements we have builded the na- 
tion that now Is a world-power, help- 
Ing to fix the destinies of nations and 
to shape the future of the race. This 
war may fairly be regarded as the 
nation's typical conflict. 


Memories. 
What memories the mere mention of 


It awakens. For myself this means lit- 
tle. 
Only its closing scenes Impressed 


themselves upon my mind. I remem- 
ber now the night was made luminous 
when Lee surrendered, how darkness 
fell upon midday when Lincoln was 
shot, how the boys came to the warm 
welcome, tempered with sadness. But 
what memories 
are 
yours, 
of the 


shock that smote the nation's heart 
with the first alarm of war, of recruit- 
ing stations crowded with eager men 
disappointed often because they 
did 


not receive the opportunity £o die for 
the flag; of the first reports of battle, 
of the wan and 
wounded men who 
came back, one by one from the front; 
ot the terrible struggle when the life 
of our nation with all Its" hopes seem- 
ed wavering in an uncertain balance, 
of the final closing of relentless armies 
upon the rebellion's, heart; of the re- 
turn of peace, and then of the awful 
tragedy that sent its haunting shad 
ow into every home. 


Revelation. 


This war was. a revelation of the

The Anglo-Saxon from the days of 


William the Norman until now, has 
never fought a foreign people on its 
own soil, although It has gained repu- 
tation on many a foreign field. But 
when Saxon meets Saxon, "then comes 
the tug of war," and in this war at 
Lookout Mountain, and at Gettysburg 
were done deeds of valor unsurpassed 
in the history of war. 
Results. 
The war with its results was a rev- 
OatB 
elation of the substantial unity of the Rye 
people. 
All our separations and dis- 


agreements have been artificial and up- 
on the surface. 
The same essential 


qualities were displayed ulpon both 
sides—conscientious devotion to con- 
viction, unflinching courage and at the 
close a prompt rellnquishment of arms. 
Although conditions had changed, the 
life of the nation was quickly resumed 
and began to flow on as if war had 
not been. All through the years the_re 
has proceeded the unifying of affec- 
tions and sentiments until when the 
flag was to be borne against a foreign 
foe the sons of men who marched un- 
der the Stars and Bars, and of those 
who followed the Stars and Stripes, 
fought side by aide.

MEXICAN VETERAN DEAD. 


Thomas W. 
Ritchie Died at Oakley 


Monday Morninfl. 


At his home in 
Oakley 
township 


Monday morning- occurred the death 
of Thomas W. Ritchie, a veteran of the 
Mexican war. 
The deceased had lived 


in Macon county 
for 
nearly 
forty 


years. 
He was a native of Menard county, 


III., where he was born on January 22, 
1822. He served in the Mexican war 
and was wounded in the head, that 
wound later resulting in the loss of 
an eye. 
His first wife was Rebecca Lisenby, 


to whom he was married In 1849. Three 
children were born to that union. They 
are Mrs. Lydia A. Harmer and Ganes 
G .Ritchie of Sangamon and a daugh- 
ter, Mary Ritchie, now dead. Rebecca 
Ritchie died in 1834 and the next year 
Thomas Ritchie married 
her cousin, 


Nanny Ltsenby. Stor children were born 
to that couple, only one of whom Is 
now living—Mrs. Agnes Baker of Oak- 
ley.The funeral will be held at the fam- 
ily residence on Wednesday the ser- 
vices being at 10 o'clock in the fore- 
noon.
